BRONZE MEDAL ADOPTED BY NAVY

DEPARTMENT.

Toe Be Given Officers and Men Whe

Distinguished Themselves In

the Spanish War.

In accornlance with an act of Congress,
bronze medals are to be awarded officers
and men of the navy or Marine Corps who
rendered specially meritorious service,
otherwise than in battle during the Spanish
war. Owing to the peculilar phraseology
of the law on the subject there Is some
question as to what officers and men are
actually entitled to these so-called “‘mert-
torlous service medals.”

The joint resolution under which the
medals are awarded authorizes the Secre-
tary of the Navy “to cause to be struck

further that “officers and men of the navy
or Marine Corps who rendered speclally
meritorivus service otherwise than in bat-
tle may be rewarded in like manner.”

estion arises whether the provision re-
ﬁting to the merftorious service medal ap-
plies only to “naval and other engagements
in the waters of the West Indies and on
the shores of Cuba during the war with
Bpain,” or whether it applies generally to
meritorious service “otherwise than in bat-
tle”” during the Spanish war regardless of
whether the service was performed in the
West Indies or elsewhere.

If it is held that the meritorlous medal,
like the regular West indian service medal,
shall be awarded only for services rendered
in the West Indies, those officers who ren-
dered exceptionally hazardous and valua-
ble service in Spain, in the Philippines and
in other parts of the world during the

that they also distingulshed themselves as
Individuals in the West Indian campalgn.
The medal consists of a wreath of laurel
leaves holding a five pointed star, each
peint being attached to the inner rim of the

Obverse.

wreath and the space between the points
being open. The star has an anchor In
the center, while the points bear the in-
seription: “Navy of the U. 8. In the War
With Spain.” At the bottom of the wreath
are the words: “Meritorious Service." The
name of the recipient will be engraved on
the reverse. The medal is attached to a
brecad erimson and blue ribbon, which forms
a4 background for it.  All the medals wlll
be of bronze. The medal was designed by
Mr. Robert L. Skerrett of the Navy De-
partment, and the design was approved by
Secretary Long on the recommendation of
the board of awards.

Wonderful Strides.

country marvel had they known of these
great Instruments in eivilization. The
steam rallroad and the electric telegraph
had received their practical demonstrations
by experiments carried on between this
city and Baltimore. The transatlantic tel-
egraph was the work of an American, and
the telephone was also the result of Amer-
fcan ingenuity.

“And yet,” declared Mr. Cole, *“‘a college
president has within a few days regretted
that we have no American genluses.

The hon-
orable career of the country in the great
war of the rebellion and in the later events
of the war with Spain were recounted. A
reference to the United States becoming a
world power after defeating Bpain brought
fcrth enthusiastic applause. He believed
the country would go on in her glorious ca-
reer, “the admired of all nations.” The
ccuntry calls on every citizen for the most
devoted patriotism, a patriotism founded
in the brotherhood of man, In man’s desire
to elevate man. Judge Cole concluded his
remarks by a recital of the ““SBhip of State.”

NO BLAME FOR CITY.

Rallroad Assumes Responsibility for
Tunnel Break.

The Baltimore Sun of today says: The
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, through
Mr. Bernard Carter, its attorney, informed
Mayor Hayes that the company lield the
city blameless for the cave-in last Satur-
day of the Union tunnel and in no way de-
gired to hold the city responsible.

This declaration, it is thought, was
brought about by the discovery made by
Building Inspector Preston of the real cause
of the cave-in. Mr. Preston stated last
night that his examination showed conclu-

slvely that the first brick ring at r.h?‘ bot-
tom §¢ the arch, known as the “soffit,’” had
disintegrated. In the rings above this the
bricks had not adhered to the mortar and
did not support the arch. Pleces of timber
used in the construction had ulso decayed
and were in bad condition.

l"rhanlm,' " he sald, “why the tunncl

gave way was because of defects in the
construction. There 18 no doubt of this.
Just how far these defects extend has not
veét been determined, but I will continue to
examine until I find out.”

The buried express car, which was on the
Bond street side of the tunnel, has been re-
moved, and only the one on the union #a-
tion side now remains. It is so badly
broken up that it will have to be taken out
In pleces. The missing Adams Express sate,
which was buried in the car, was discover-
ed and taken out yvesterday afternoon. Com-
munication is established between the two
ends of the tunnel and the engineers ex-
pect to run a train from one end to the
other today to test the strength of the
al‘;hﬂi nerar the cave-in.
